WHEREAS  the  Assessment  Roll  of  the  Corpor- 
ation of  the  City  of  Sandon  having  been  finally- 
revised  and  passed,  it  is  deemed  necessary  and  expe- 
dient that  provision  be  made  for  all  sums  which  may 
be  required  for  the  lawful  purposes  of  the  Corporation 
of  the  City  of  Sandon  during  the  year  1899  : 

Now,  therefore,  the  Municipal  Council  of  the  Cor- 
poration of  the  City  of  Sandon  enacts  as  follows  : — 

L Improvements,  as  defiued  by  the  “Municipal 
Clauses  Act,’  in  the  City  of  Sandon,  shall  be  exemptj 
from  taxation  for  the  year  1899  to  the  extent  of  fifty 
per  cent.  (50)  of  their  assessed  value,  as  shown  upou 
the  said  revised  assessment  roll. 


The  above  is  a true  copy  of  a bv-law  passed  by'  the 
Municipal  Council  of  the' Corporation  of  the  City  of 
Sandon  on  the  23rd  day  of  August,  A.D.  1899,  and  all 
persons  are  hereby  required  to  take  notice  that  any- 
one desirous  of  applying  to  have  such  by-law,  or  any 
part  thereof,  quashed,  must  make  his  application  for 
that  purpose  to  the  Supreme  Court  within  one  month 
next  after  the  publication  of  this  by-law  in  the  British 
[Columbia  Gazette,  or  he  will  be  too  late  to  be  heard 
in  that  behalf.
